220  boys  attend  M.S.O.  5  New  Teachers  Join  Department 


Five  musicians  from  the 
Montreal  Symphony  Orches- 
tra recently  pertormed  at  the 
School.  Ihe  quintet  -consist- 
ing of  a  violin,  viola,  cello, 
clarinet  and  French  horn  - 
played  before  an  appreciative 
audience  of  160  boys  from 
grades  7,  8  and  9. 

Each  instrument  was  thor- 
oughly described  by  the  artist 
and  its  capabilities  were 
demonstrated.  fhe  boys 
learned,  for  example,  that  the 
French  horn  was  simply  a 
sophisticated  14-foot  tube 
with  mouth  piece  and  stops. 
Ihe  musician  playing  this  in- 
strument went  on  to  assemble 
a  "do-it-yourself"  French 
horn,  the  basis  of  which  was 
a  garden  hose  of  appropriate 
length.  Ihe  audience  was 
then  treated  to  a  concerto  for 
viola,  cello  and  garden  hose. 

At  various  stages  of  the 
proceedings,  the  boys  heard 
solos,  duets,  trios  and  quin- 


tets by  Beethoven,  Bach,  von 
Beckerath  and  Crusell.  The 
one-hour  presentation,  de- 
signed to  supplement  the 
School's  music  programme, 
proved  to  be  most  instructive 
and  thoroughly  appreciated. 

220  BOYS  ATTEND  M.S.O. 

Boys  of  grades  4,  5,  6  and 
7  have  been  enrolled  in  the 
three-part  concert  series  of 
the  Montreal  Symphony  at 
the  Place  des  Arts.  On  Janu- 
ary 23,  220  youngsters  tra- 
velled to  the  Concert  Hall  to 
attend  the  second  of  the 
matinee  performances  for 
young  people.

Probably  the  most  signifi- 
cant recent  development  in 
the  School's  academic  curri- 
culum has  been  the  reorgani- 
zation of  the  French  Depart- 
ment. 

By  its  very  nature  and 
situation  a  School  such  as 
Selwyn  House  cannot  aspire 
to  graduate  bilingual  students. 
We  do  aim,  however,  to  de- 
velop the  fluency  of  our  boys' 
French  so  that  the  student 
upon  graduation  will  be  com- 
fortable in  French  under  most 
circumstances,  not  merely  in 
casual  social  exchanges.  Our 
graduates  must  be  capable  of 
adapting  with  ease  to  under- 
graduate studies  at  a  Franco- 
phone university. 


This  September,  Mr.  Gerry 
Gosselin  was  appointed  Dir- 
ector of  French  Studies.  Mr. 
Gosselin  is  a  graduate  of  Sir 
George  Williams  University 
and  before  coming  to  us,  he 
was  with  the  Protestant 
School  Board  of  Greater 
Montreal.  He  brings  with  him 
18  years  of  teaching  experi- 
ence. 

Attention  this  year  is  being 
focused  on  the  French  pro- 
gramme of  grades  I  -  7.  In 
the  Junior  School  approxi- 
mately one-third  of  total 
class  instruction  is  given  in 
French  and  subjects  such  as 
Geography,  Scripture,  Writ- 
ing and  Singing  are  taught  in

Student  survey  gives  profile 
of  school  enrolment 


This  year's  Selwyn  House 
enrolment  stands  at  430  boys, 
as  follows:  Senior  School 
(grades  8  -  II)  -  182;  Middle 
School  (grades  5  -  7)  -  140; 
Junior  School  (grades  I  -  4) 
-  108. 

A  recent  student  survey 
revealed  an  interesting  pro- 
file of  the  School's  enrol- 
ment. There  are  60  families 
who  have  two  sons  at  the 
School,  8  having  three  boys 
and  one  with  four  sons.  There 
were  reports  of  over  150  Old 
Boys  who  are  relatives  of  our 
present  students,  and  10%  of 
the  students  are  sons  of  Old 
Boys. 

Half  the  boys  live  in  West- 
mount,  and  the  remainder  are 
scattered  throughout  the  Is- 
land, with  some  commuting 
from  points  as  distant  as 
Hudson,  Mt.  St.  Hilaire, 
Ste.  Adele.  St.  Jean  and 
Green   Vallev.  Ontario.  The 


South  Shore  claims  22  boys 
and  the  West  Island  has  17, 
while  20  live  in  N.D.G.  and 
35  in  Hampstead  -  St.  Luc  - 
Montreal  West. 

To  the  question,  "which 
language  is  commonly 
spoken  in  your  home'.*",  28 
replied  French,  13  German, 
7  Spanish,  7  Greek,  5  Italian, 
3  Hungarian  and  two  each  of 
Danish,  Dutch,  Czech, 
Swedish  and  Hindu  with  one 
Roumanian.  In  many  in- 
stances, the  languages  com- 
monly spoken  at  home  were 
one  or  two  of  these  in  com- 
bination with  English. 

There  were  a  reported  146 
Protestants,  106  Roman  Ca- 
tholics, 67  Anglicans,  44  He- 
brews, 14  Eastern  Orthodox 
and  a  Hindu  and  a  Buddhist. 
The  remainder  either  did  not 
reply  or  did  not  know  or  in- 
dicated, "none".
